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SUBJECT: TEXTS OF DRAFT ASSEMBLY RECOMMENDATION/RESOLUTIONS 

1 . ON WEDNESDAY, JULY 6, NATIONAL ASSEMBLY WILL MEET IN PLENARY 
SESSION TO PASS FOLLOWING TWO RESOLUTIONS AND ONE RECOMMENDATION. 
TEXTS HAVE BEEN TRANSLATED INTO ENGLISH BY NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. 

A. RESOLUTION ON ANTI-KOREAN ACTIVITIES IN U.S. 

THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY OF THE REPUBLIC OF KOREA, REALIZING THAT 
NATIONAL SOLIDARITY, GROWTH OF NATIONAL STRENGTH AND CONSOLIDATION 
OF FRIENDLY TIES WITH ALLIED COUNTRIES ARE ESSENTIAL TO THE 
MAINTENANCE OF PEACE AND THE DETERRENCE OF WAR ON THE KOREAN 
PENINSULA. 

REMAINING VIGILANT AGAINST EVER-PRESENT THREATS OF INTERNATIONAL 
COMMUNISM AND PARTICULARLY THE DIFFICULT INTERNATIONAL SITUATION 
WHICH DEVELOPED AFTER THE FALL OF VIETNAM INTO THE HANDS OF THE 
COMMUNISTS. 

BEING KEENLY AWARE OF THE FACT THAT THE SUBVERSIVE ACTIVITIES 
OF COMMUNISTS AND THEIR COLLABORATORS ORGANIZED UNDER THEIR SO- 
CALLED "UNITED FRONT STRATEGY" AIMED AT WEAKENING OR UNDERMINING 
THE REPUBLIC OF KOREA INTERNATIONALLY, TAKING ADVANTAGE OF THEIR 
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FREEDOM OF MOVEMENT IN DEMOCRATIC COUNTRIES, CONSTITUTE A GRAVE 
DANGER TO OUR NATIONAL SECURITY. 

(A) EXPRESSES THE WISHES THE WISHES THAT THE GOVERNMENT OF THE 
REPUBLIC OF KOREA AND THE UNITED STATES GOVERNMENT WORK TOGETHER 
TO STRENGTHEN THEIR TRADITIONAL BONDS OF FRIENDSHIP AND COOPERATION 
IN LINE WITH RESPECTIVE NATIONAL GOALS BY EXPANDING FRANK AND 
CORDIAL DIALOGUE, RESPECTING EACH OTHER'S SOVEREIGN RIGHTS IN THE 
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SPIRIT OF RECIPROCITY AND MUTUAL UNDERSTANDING; AND THAT AN APPROPRIA 
TE 

EXERCISE OF TEADERSHIP AND INFLUENCE OVER ALL SOCIAL STRATA OF 
THE NATION MAY HELP DISCOURAGE ANTI-KOREAN ACTIVITIES IN THE 
UNITED STATES WHICH ARE DETRIMENTAL TO THE PROMOTION OF FRIENDLY 
RELATIONS BETWEEN THE TWO COUNTRIES; 

(B) CORDIALLY SUGGESTS THAT THE UNITED STATES AUTHORITIES 
CONCERNED TAKE APPROPRIATE MEASURES TO IMPROVE THE SITUATION, 

SINCE UNFAIR ANTI-KOREAN PROPAGANDA ACTIVITIES, TAKING ADVANTAGE OF 
CRITICISM IN A CERTAIN SECTOR OF THE UNITED STATES CONGRESS AND 
PRESS AGAINST THE REPUBLIC OF KOBREA, HAVE LED TO A DETRIMENTAL 
EFFECT UPON THE FOUNDATION OF FRIENDSHIP AND COMMON INTERNATIONAL 
PRACTICE, LEAVING AN IMPRESSION AS IF THE UNITED STATES HAD 
INTERFERED IN THE DOMESTIC AEFAIRS OF THE REPUBLIC OP KOREA, 

THUS GENERATING A GRAVE CONCERN THAT, UNLESS SUCH HOSTILE PROPAGANDA 
ACTIVITIES ARE CHECKED, THE VERY SUBSTANCE OF THE FRIENDLY 
RELATIONS BETWEEN OUR TWO COUNTRIES MIGHT BE IMPAIRED. 

B. RESOLUTION OPPOSING WITHDRAWAL OF U.S. GROUND FORCES 
THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY OF THE REPUBLIC OF KOREA, UPHOLDING 
THE HISTORICAL TRADITION OF NATIONWIDE STRUGGLES OP THE KOREAN 
PEOPLE FOR DEFENDING THEIR RIGHT TO LIVE AND THE PRINCIPLE OF 
FREE DEMOCRACY. 

EXPRESSING THE GRAVE CONCERN OF THE PEOPLE OF THE REPUBLIC OF 
KOREA OVER THE NEW THREATS TO PEACE DUE TO THE PLANNED WITHDRAWAL 
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OF UNITED STATES GROUND FORCES FROM KOREA. DESIRING THE MAINTENANCE 
OF SECURITY, FREEDOM AND PROSPERITY OF THE REPUBLIC OF KOREA 
AND CONTRIBUTION TO THE PROMOTION OF WORLD LEACE, RESOLVES IN THE 
NAME OF THE PEOPLE OF THE REPUBLIC OF KOREA 

(A) THAT, ALTHOUGH THE ASSEMBLY PAYS HIGH TRIBUTE TO THE 
HISTORIC AND POSITIVE CONTRIBUTIONS MADE BY THE UNITED STATES 
FORCES TO ESTABLISHING PEACE IN THE KOREAN PENINSULA, NORTHEAST 
ASIA AND THE WHOLE WORLD, IT OPPOSES THE ONE-SIDED WITHDRAWAL 
OF THE UNITED STATES GROUND FORCES AT THIS JUNCTURE WITH THE 
RISK OF INVITING A GRAVE THREAT TO PEACE IN THIS AREA, WHILE 
TENSIONS REMAIN UNMITIGATED ON THE KOREAN PENINSULA; 

(B) THAT RECALLING THAT THE ARBITRARY TERRITORIAL DIVISION 

AND THE KOREAN WAR, OWING TO PAST POLICY MISTAKES BY BIG POWERS, 
WROUGHT ENORMOUS NATIONAL SACRIFICES ON THE KOREAN PEOPLE AND LEFT 
KOREA BEHIND IN THE POST-WAR EFFORTS FOR WORLD PEACE AND PROSPERITY, 
AND ALSO RECALLING THE TRAGIC END OF THE INDOCHINA WAR, THE ASSEMBLY 
REQUESTS STRONGLY THAT THE WITHDRAWAL OF THE UNITED STATES GROUND 
FORCES BE GRADUALLY AND CAREFULLY CARRIED OUT ONLY AFTER VARIOUS 
INTERNATIONAL, DIPLOMATIC AND MILITARY COMPENSATORY MEASURES, 
INCLUDING SUFFICIENT BUILDUP OF MILITARY CAPABILITIE OF THE 
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REPUBLIC OF KOREA THE VIABLE AND MEASURES EOR GUARANTEEING 
PEACE TAVE BEEN EEEECTED. 
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C. RECOMMENDATION TO ADMINISTRATION ON CURRENT SITUATION 
THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY OP THE REPUBLIC OP KOREA, DETERMINED TO 
OVERCOME THE ADDED CHALLENGES CONFRONTING THE NATION TODAY 
OWING TO VARIOUS DEVELOPMENTS INCLUDING THE PROPOSED WITHDRAWAL 
OP UNITED STATES GROUND PORCES PROM KOREA, REALIZING THE NECESSITY 
OP THE MOBILIZATION OP THE TOTAL STRENGTH OP THE PEOPLE AND OP THE 
NATIONAL SOLIDARITY IN ORDER TO SAPEGUARD THE NATION AND GUARANTEE 
THE PROGRESS OP THE PEOPLE, 

DECLARES THAT IT IS THE SENSE OP THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY 

(A) THAT THE PRODUCTIVE AND ACTIVE ROLE OP THE NATIONAL 
ASSEMBLY IS ESSENTIAL IN ORDER TO REINFORCE THE POUNDATION OP 
PREEDOM AND DEMOCRACY AND BROADEN THE LEGITIMATE FORUM OF DIALOGUE 
AMONG THE PEOPLE AND THAT CONSTRUCTIVE COOPERATION BETWEEN THE 
NATIONAL ASSEMBLY AND THE ADMINISTRATION IS NECESSARY TO EXPEDITE 
THE DEMOCRATIC PROGRESS; 

(B) THAT RECOGNIZING DEVOTED AND ACTIVE PARTICIPATION OP THE 
PEOPLE IS IMPORTANT EOR REINPORCING THE NATIONAL SECURITY, 

HARMONIOUS COLLABORATION AMONG THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY, THE ADMINIST- 
RATION AND ALL WALKS OP LIPE IS CALLED EOR SO AS TO ENABLE THE 
EMERGENCY MEASURES TOBE LIFTED WHILE MAINTAINING THE POLITICAL AND 
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SOCIAL STABILITY 

(C) THAT IN ORDER TO FURTHER STRENGTHEN THE POSTURE OF NATIONAL 
SOLIDARITY, THE ADMINISTRATION IS CALLED UPON TO EXTEND ITS 
GENEROUS HANDS EVEN TO VIOLATORS OF THE EMERGENCY MEASURES SO 
THAT THEY MAY BE ABLE TO TAKE PART IN THE CAUSE OF NATIONAL 
DEVELOPMENT; AND 

D. THAT THE ADMINISTRATION, BEARING IN MIND THE RECENT SERIES 
OF EVENTS WHICH HAVE TAKEN PLACE ABROAD, IS URGED TO TAKE SELF- 
CONFIDENT AND RESPONSIBLE MEASURES TO PREVENT THE RECURRENCE 
OF SIMILAR SITUATIONS IN THE FUTURE AND PROTECT EFFECTIVELY THE 
SOVEREIGNTY AND SECURITY OF THE KOREAN NATION FROM CERTAIN 
MALICIOUS ANTI-KOREAN POLITICAL ACTIVITIES ABROAD. 

2. SOME OPPOSITION PARTY MEMBERS NOTETHAT "OFFICIAL" ENGLISH 
TEXT AS RELEASED BY NATIONAL ASSEMBLY (SEPTEL) IS OCCASIONALLY 
MORE MILD THAN CORRESPONDING TEXT IN KOREAN, FOR EXAMPLE, WHAT 
ASSEMBLY TRANSLATES AS "UNFAIR ANTI-KOREAN ACTIVITIES IN U.S." 
PERHAPS IS BETTER TRANSLATED AS "MALICIOUS AND PREJUDICED" 
ANTI-KOREAN ACTIVITIES. IN GENERAL, ASSEMBLY TRANSLATION IS 
ADEQUATE, HOWEVER.
